Charges Fly . Over 
Wistaria Garden 
License Demand 

Continued from Pago One 

had been allowed to run down. 
The vine was sick and organiza¬ 
tions that had conducted the ann- 
; ual Wistaria Fetes for years were 
no longer interested, and it ap¬ 
peared that the annual festival 
had or shortly would become a 
thing of the past. 

A real estate agent ,she said, 
felt so * sure of this that he ad¬ 
vised prospective buyers in the 
area that there would be no more 
fetes. It was no fault of hers, 
she said, if neighbors who bought 
near the Vine property failed to 
make a proper investigation. 

It was to continue the fetes 
and the vine as an attraction for 
Sierra Madre that she acquired 
the property, Mrs. Lawless said, 
and she was not fighting to pro¬ 
tect her investment but to protect 
the community's greatest public 
asset. “Some of the newcomers 
to our community do not seem to 
realize what the Wistaria Vine 
and continuance of the fete 
to this city and its organiza- 
! tions,” Mrs. Lawless said. Before 
many residents in the Vine neigh¬ 
borhood bought property, she 
said, maps were drawn and on 
exhibition at the city hall show¬ 
ing the proposed extension of 
Carter avenue beyond the Vine 
property and its connection with 
North Lima street. 

Col, Hersey was on his feet 
when Mrs, Lawless sat down to 
charge that the former city coun¬ 
cil “spent $800 in making a park¬ 
ing lot for her” (Mrs. Lawless). 
He said that he had secured 
these figures from a city official 
and he believed the city can now 
recover from members of the 
council who approved that ex¬ 
penditure. 

Mrs. Lawless sought to reply 
instantly but turning to her, Col. 
Hersey said, “One at a time, 
please.” 

Col. Hersey took exception to 
the advice given the council by 
its attorney, Walter A. Dunn, to 
the effect that it was without le¬ 
gal right to refuse Mrs. Lawless 
a permit, because there is no ex¬ 
isting law or ordinance prohibit¬ 
ing operation of a business in the 
neighborhood. Col. Hersey said he 
had been advised by other attor¬ 
neys that it was not only the 
right but the duty of the council 
to refuse a business license where 
it deemed it in the public interest. 
Insisting that he and other resi¬ 
dents of the Vine neighborhood 
had no objection to the annual 
Wistaria Fete and that they would 
lend every assistance in seeing 
that it was a success, Col. Her¬ 
sey said their objection was to all 
year around operation of a com¬ 
mercial enterprise on the Vine 
property which was objectionable 
in a residential neighborhood. 
“We have grounds for objection,” 
the Colonel said, “and grounds 
that we believe we can carry 
out on.” Referring again to City 
Attorney Dunn’s advice to council 
that it could not well refuse a 
license, Col. Hersey said he did 
not “believe for a minute” that 
Dunn’s advice was “correct.” “He 
may be biased,” said the Colonel, 
“and you should get advice from 
several other attorneys.” 

Mrs. Lawless said she would in¬ 
quire into Col. Hersey’s charge 
that the city had built a parking 
lot for her. She had no knowledge 
of any such thing, she said. She 
reminded the council that from 
the time that the 1937 Wistaria 
Fete closed and that of 1938 
opened, she spent $14,800 in 
wages and materials purchased 
from local concerns and that she 
had paid the former owner $3,700 
for the parking lot in question. 

Col. Hersey had referred to 
theatrical performances and a re¬ 
hearsal at the Vine Gardens 
which disturbed the neighbors 
and Mrs. Lawless rejoined that at 
a recent party in the neighbor¬ 
hood dancing to radio music con¬ 
tinued until after 2 o’clock in the 
morning and that cars had been 
parked along the street until that 
hour, whereas the Vine Gardens 
were invariably closed between 
8:30 and 10 o'clock. There had 
been two or three times, she 
said, when the hour was 10:30, 
but never later. 

Dr. W. H. Scoins, whose West 
Carter avenue home faces the 
Vine property, said the year

Mrs. Wright said the multiple 
family classification applied to 
the area would be an injustice to 
the petitioners as well as to all 
owners of small homes in the 
southeastern section of the city. 
The multiple dwelling zone 
amounted to nothing less than a 
discrimination against them, she 
said. She related an interview 
with an agent of the FHA in 
which she was advised that prop¬ 
erty zoned for multiple dwellings 
brought a less price and would 
command a smaller FHA loan 
than single family property, yet 
the same property would prob¬ 
ably be assessed higher If it were 
in single famil zone. She insisted 
there was no demand for bunga¬ 
low courts and apartment build¬ 
ings here, that during much of 
the year some of those already 
built were untenanted. 

“It seems to me/ 1 said Mrs. 
Wright in conclusion, “that if the 
commission persists in zoning the 
area represented by this petition 
for multiple family purposes it 
will be penalizing small home 
owners.” 

Lester K. Layton informed the 
commission he had recently pur¬ 
chased a lot in the area repre¬ 
sented by the Wright petition 
with the idea of building a home, 
but that he would not feel justi¬ 
fied in putting money into a 
home next to which an apartment 
building or bungalow court 
might later be erected. 

Dr. Vannier, after voicing his 
own protest against other than 
single family classification for 
the district at Baldwin, Bonita 
and Esperanza streets, entered a 
verbal protest in behalf of Wil¬ 
liam Whitson, formerly of New 
Jersey, new owner of the famed 
Yerxa estate on which he is mak¬ 
ing large expenditures in prepar¬ 
ation of making it his permanent 
home. He, of course, bought the 
estate to be used as a single fam¬ 
ily home, Dr. Vannier said, and 
it would be a great injustice to 
him to include the property in a 
district zoned for multiple dwell¬ 
ings. 

A petition from property own¬ 
ers on Mariposa street from Her- 
mosa to Lima street protested 
against multiple family dwellings 
in that area. It was signed by 
Mr. and Mrs. Warren E. Craig,, 
Mr. and Mrs. Francis Eakman. 
Mr. and Mrs. E. B. Doolittle, Mrs. 
W. J. Ladd, Mrs Carrie Keniston. 
Mrs. Nina K. Norris, Mrs. Mabel 
Beidler and Mrs. Anna N. James, 
most of whom attended the meet¬ 
ing and some of whom supple¬ 
mented their written petitions 
with oral statements. 

It appeared from statements 
made to the commission by those 
who protested orally against cer¬ 
tain features of the master plan 
that many misleading statements 
and stories as to the effect of 
the plan have been circulated an l 
that there is a general misunder¬ 
standing of many of its pro¬ 
visions. Among other things it 
was stated by several in the au¬ 
dience Monday night they had 
been informed that if the master 
plan was approved by the com¬ 
mission at the Monday meeting, 
no change could be made for a 
period of six months.
